Gloomy View of Peters- 


burg Uprising, 


LONDON, January 
25.—The 


Foreign Office views the situation 
in Russia with alarm. It believes 
that while the present risings will 
be put down, the affair of Sunday 
at St. Petersburg is certain to 
bring about a\change in the form 
of government. 
The Associated 


Press learns that the Foreign Of- 
fice would welcome a Russian gov- 
ernment with;which it could enter 
a treaty agreement similar to the 
Anglo-French agreement, feeling 
that a contract with the piesent re- 
gime would be'repudiated-at will. 
But fears are entertained of a revo- 
lution which might result in inter- 
national complications. 


EXPRESSES SYMPATHY. 
The remarks of War Secretary 


Arnold-Forster at Croydon last 
night, when he expressed the sym- 
pathy of the. people of the United 
Kingdom with the people :'of Rus- 
sia, are exciting considerable com- 
ment coming from a Cabinet Min- 
ister. He seemed to voice the gen- 
eral suspicion that the British gov-

The British

The 
papers have been given up exclu-' 
sively since Sunday to alarmist re- 
ports from Russia, hostile articles 
and scathing editorials on "the 
massacre" one of the mildest terms 
used for the affair of Sunday and 
the Russian Emperor and his gov- 
ernment are generally compared to 
"beasts at bay." 


The whole discussion of the sit- 


uation in Russia serves again to 
reveal the "poorly disguised hostil- 
ity of the British press to every- 
thing Russian. 
The dispatches to 


the London papers all report the 
conditions prevailing in Russia to 
be worse

Press accounts. The Russian offi-

wounded are stigmatized as "ludi-

The number of 


slain reported here in Monday's 
papers ranged from 2000 to 8000.

Water Company. 
Neither a

there was only one uay out of the dlf- 
iiculty and that was the Intervention 
of a third party which meant judicial 
Arbitration.

A BAD PROPOSITION. 


A. C. Henry Gives Many Convincing 


Reasons Why the Voters 


Should Reject It. 


Editor Tribune'-i-Some of the older 


residents of the city have called my 
attention to the absorbing question? 
now agitating the minds of the peo- 
ple of Oakland, by reading- in the daily 
papeis the different communications 
on water as to whether they should 
bond all the property of the city for 
six million dollars for forty years, 
bearing interest at four per cent per 
annum until paid, to procure a muni- 
cipal water supply to be owned and 
controled by the city authorities!. 


The bonding of the city for six mil- 


Ion dollars and taxing the property of territoty would average 22 1-2 inches 
the city for forty years for the re- 
demption of this bondea indebtedness 
;s too grave a question to be thought- 
essly rushed through by 
the 
city 


without a careful and thorough con- 
sideration of the investment before 
creating this heavy responsibility, as 
I have been, a resident and tax payer 
of Oakland for almost forty years 
concluded that my opinion and con- 
tusions might be of some benefit to 
the citizens of Oakland, on the prop- 
osition ot the Bay Cities Water Com- 
pany to furnish a supply of pure 
water to this cltv, now before the city 
council. 


As I am somewhat familiar with the 


eaily history, I can say that from the 
beginning of Anthony Chabot's flrst 
water enterprise at Temescal, It Is a 
fact well known by the older residents 
of Oakland, that the city has lost three 
opportunities to procure a water sup- 
ply. First, the Temeecal plant, sec- 
ond, all of the water of San Leandro 
Creek and its water sheds, now known, 
at the Contra Costa Water Company's 
reservoir; third, the Alameda Creek 
now owned by the Spring Valley Com- 
pany. 


I shall endeavor to .investigate the 


proposition as a cold business propo- 
sition, the same as If the proposition 
was presented to me for an invest- 
ment, by submitting to the Bay Cities 
Water Company 
a 
few 
questions 


which I will be pleased to have them 
answered through your paper 
First, 


Just what you have to sell to the city 
of Oakland for the sum of (3,750,000; 
second, have you a clear title to any or 
all the land they propose to sell to the 
city, third, have you an undisputed 
titled to all the water now flowing 
through the Arroyo Valley, Isabella 
Creek, and storm water sheds adjourn- 
ing thereto, fourth, If the water is 
brought into the city in wooden pipes, 
what kind of wood will be used to 
construct these pipes, fifth, have you 
not admitted to the council that you 
will have 
a 
long litigation in the 


courts in defending your water claims. 


When the flrst proposition of the Bay 


dtles Water Company was submitted 
to the council for Investigation, the 
matter was refeired to Mr. Desmond 
Fitzgerald of Boston, who is recogniz- 
ed as one of the leading authorities 
upon the construction of dams and 
reservoirs for supplying cities with 
pure water.

going over all the property claimed 
by the Bay Cities Water Company and

NO CONFIDENCE IN THE 
CON- 


TRACT. 


I have but little confidence in this 


kind of a contract bond, which runs 
ten, fifteen, or twenty years. In my 
business experience of over fifty years 
n this state, I have not known of 
bonds of this kind to have been col- 
lected for not filling the contract. I 
do not believe that my friend, R. M. 
Fitzgerald will consent to draw up 
an iron clad contract for $1,000,000 
for ten years and guarantee the col- 
ectlon through courts or otherwise. 
As to the costs and results of the 


Bay Cities Water Company's proposi- 
tion, I am compelled to copy estimates 
'rom other parties for want of better 
nformation. 
First estimate as coming from the 


Honorable Mayor, was "read in the 
press and so far, as I am aware, not 
contradicted.

In my estimation, I believe I have

All the aforesaid estimates 
have been made on the supposition 
that the city will have no competition 
to contend with, but It is plainly to be 
seen, that the Contra Coeta Water Co. 
Is not going to throw up the sponge 
without a long/ and determined flght 
with bate knuckles in a five' mile ring. 


I was surprised when I read the re- 


marks made the other evening in the 
Council by one of the members ta re- 
gard to some of Mr. Howard's advice.

the third or fifth man, giving them time 
to make a thorough investigation.' I am 
•well aware you can not delegate your 
power to another party or parties to bind 
the city to any contracts, but can appoint 
a committee to investigate the proposition 
and report to the Council for approval or 
rejection. 


Fourth, should all the aforesaid propo- 


sitions (ail, then commence proceedings 
in the court for,the condemnation of the 
Contra Costa Water Company's plant, OF 
the city has right under the law to too. I 
see from the press that some members 
of the Council are opposed to this mode 
of procedure, their objections are they 
doubt getting a. square deal through the 
courts. I have not yet lost all confidence 
In my fellow citizens. , That out of some

In Russia the pent up wrongs, outrages and cruelties of centuries 


are threatening to break forth in the same sort of a fierce torrent of 
blood that drenched the soil of France during the first revolution. But 
the reaping must be even as the sowing. If the seeding be of blood 
and sweat and tears, so even will the harvest be. The immutable law 
of compensation demands that the dreadful price of grinding the faces 
of the people be paid in kind. But that is not what Tolstoy and Gor- 
ky aim at. The\ are trying to bring about better things, a purer so- 
ciety, a more enlightened and humane government, a broader spirit 
of justice and a greater horror of bloodshed. So long, however, as 
their teachings are being controverted with "the reexing tube and 
iron shard," blood will flow and fighting will be fierce. Every great 
popular revolution reddens the sky with burning cities and crimsons 
the soil with innocent blood. Liberty is born of woe and suffering; it 
is baptized in the life current of its progenitors and it is fructified by 
the lives laid down that it may survive. 


The Chico Enterprise argues forcibly that separateing the agricul- 


tural college from the State University will not disrupt that institution. 
Only rupture it we presume. Up in Chico they draw fine distinctions. 


Presently Count Cassini may be expected to inform us that it was 


an act of mercy to shoot down the striking workmen in the streets of 
St. Petersburg. They said they were starving and the Czar kindly 
concluded to put them out of their misery. 


An Unfair Proposition. 


Senator Wolfe of San Francisco has introduced a bill allowing 


hotels and eating houses to buy and serve game but imposing a license 
tax on market hungers. Why the discrimination against the market 
hunter and in favor of the eating house purveyor' It is doubtful if 
the proposed license tax will stand the test of the courts. Any way it is 
opposed to the spirit of justice. If the law permit a man to kill game, 
it should not attempt to dictate the disposition he shall subsequently 
make of it. When he kills a duck or a deer the carcass is his and 
he should be permitted to eat it, sell it or give it away. The studied 
efforts to legislate the market hunter out of the hunting field only il- 
lustrate the selfishness and unfairness of the self-styled sportsmen who 
are trying to create a legal monopoly of game for their own benefit'and 
amusement. The sportsmen's clubs do not seem to realize that they 
are provoking the public patience beyond forbearance. If they want 
the game preserved they had better leaven their efforts with more of 
the spirit of fair play. If the market hunter must pay a license for the 
privilege of shooting, the cost of game to the consumer will be en- 
hanced to the injury of the man who desires an occasional feast of 
duck, quail or grouse. 


Some of the newspapers which were loudest in doubting the sin- 


cerity of the President when he declared that the trusts should be held 
to strict accountability to the law and that additional laws for their 
control and regulation should be enacted, are now expressing fears that 
the President will carry his crusade too far. What is to be thought 
of the editojs who alternately blow hot and cold? First they want 
the trusts hit with an ax and next they want them belabored with e 
feather. It is easy to see through this patent insincerity, which has in 
it no love for the President and no hostility to the trusts. After vainly 
trying to convince the people that the President was the secret friend 
of the trusts, they are now trying to create the impression that he is 
a dangerous radical. President Roosevelt strikes the average citizen 
as being level-headed and fully as conservative as the necessity for 
vigorous and decided action will permit. 
, 


Rockefeller has fired one of the chief officials of the National 


City Bank of New York, but the public is left in doubt whether he 
did so because he lost money in a get-rich-quick concern or failed 
to make money for the bank out of it. 


The School Apportionment Job. 


The bill providing for a new method of apportioning the State 


school fund, prepared by State Superintendent Kirk and introduced by 
Assemblyman Slaven of San Benito aims to deprive Alameda County 
of between §43,000 and $44,000 annually. It provides that the school 
fund shall be apportioned on the basis of average daily attendance ''in 
the public schools.1' This leaves out of consideration entirely all the 
children attending private and parochial schools. 


It is estimated that the following counties would lose, in case the 


bill passes, annually as follows: Alameda, $48,289.89; San Francisco, 
$215,495.16; Los Angeles, $26,775.58; Marin, $361.36; Orange, 
$1947.31; San Bernardino, $1797.57; San Mateo, $443'°8; Santa Clara, 
$12,311.69. 


As these counties have a combined membership of 65 in the As- 


sembly and 20 members of the Senate, it is difficult to see how the 
Slaven-Kirk bill can become a law. It certainly ought not to pass, and 
We are confident the Alameda delegation can be relied on to stand 
solidly against a scheme manifestly intended to penalise this county for 
maintaining private schools.

other companies down in Santa Clara County. This proposition does 
not seem to 'be alluring, or at least it would not appeal to a person in 
his private capacity.

FRANCISCO 
COMES 
TO 


TERMS WITH ALAMEDA 


COUNTY. 


SACRAMENTO, January 25.—The San 


Francisco delegation proposed to them- 
seKes to get the Legislature to allow 
their judges $6000 a year and then com- 
pel Afameda county and 
Los 
Angeles 


county to hustle for themselves and do 
the best they could to secure $5000 per 
j ear for the judges of those two coun- 
ties. 


But the delegates of the last two named 


counties got together and declared that 
they would oppose the 
$6000 move of 


'Frisco and effectually prevent any In- 
crease whatever in the salary of the 
judges of that place. At the same time 
they declared they were satisfied to se- 
cure $5000 for their own juilsts, which 
would be an increase of S1000 per year 
over the amount now paid. 


This was a coup d'etat which the San 


Francisco men had, not expected. They 
were further Informed that if they wanted 
an Increase in the allowance of their 
judges they could have one of $5000 a 
year, but it could be obtained only by the 
Frisco men joining hands with those of 
Alameda and Los Angeles counties. The 
San Franciscans were satisfied that this 
was an ultimatum aid that it was, bet- 
ter to get half a loaf than nothing, and, 
accordingly, abandoned their ill-conceived 
strategic move and submitted to the in- 
evitable. This almost assures a raise in 
the salary of the judges ot the counties 
referred to to $5000. The only danger ap- 
prehended is a veto by the Governor. 


EFFECT ON ALAMEDA JUDGES. 


When this law goes Into effect none of 


the Alameda county judges will immedi- 
ately come into the enjoyment of his good 
fortune, for the reason that the consti- 
tution prescribes that the salary ot an 
official shall not be increased during hir 
Incumbency. As a consequence, none of 
the members of the bench In Oakland can 
receive the extra thousand dollars until 
after the expiration of two years. 
Then 


Judges Ogden and Elslworfti would be 
come entitled to the new salary in the 
event of their ascending to the bench 
In another term of office 
But this privi- 


lege would be still further denied to the 
three other judges on the bench', Greene, 
Hall and Melvm, for two years thereafter, 
or four years from the present time Thus, 
it will appear, that while two of the judges 
are being paid S5000 a year their three 
associates will be receiving only 54000 ^£or 
the same period 


Today Governor Pai dee expressed him- 


self on the judicial salary question as 
follows 


"There Is no doubt 
about 
It 
The 


judges ought to be paid higher salaries, 
It we can only find some way to raise 
the money for it." 


There is no certainty, accordingly, that 


the Governor will sign the $5000 bill, but 
It Is absolutely certain that he would 
not now bland for 58000. 


The demand of Los Angeles for three 


more juilges does not now appear to be 
one which the Governor Js particularly 
anxious to satisiy for financial reasons.

, Tragedy, in San 


Francisco, 


SAN FRAr~ISCO, January

On discovering!! that the woman with 
whom he had lived was playing him 
false and owlns to the slow but sure 
encroachments of poverty, Edward C. 
Tidcombe, member 
of 
a. prominent 


Portland. Ore., family, shot anrl killed 
Mrs. Georgia Kelson, whom he was 
supposed to have married four months 
ago under the alias of E. L. Jameson. 
Tidcombe then sent a bullet into his 
brain and lingered for several hours 
before death ended his suffering. 
The 


tragedy took place at 
945 Stanyan 


street "at an 
early 
hour yesterday 


morning, but nothing was known of its 
startling details until nearly noon. 
S. Richmond, from whom Tidcombe, 


under the name of E. L. Jameson, 
rented apartments, was summoned to 
the telephone yesterday morning by a 
woman who asked for the Jamesons. 
Richmond knocked at the door of the 
Jamesons' room but received no re- 
sponse. At 11 o'clock the woman again 
telephoned and Richmond made a sec- 
ond attempt to arouse the roomers. 
Becoming suspicious he looked through 
the keyhole and saw Tidcombe lying 
on the i>ed. his head resting on a blood- 
stained pillow. 


The landlord -notified the police of 


the Park Police 
Station. 
Corporal 


Rainsbury responded and decided that 
it was best to forcf the lock to the 
Jamesons' room. This was clone and 
the apartments opened just as Captain 
of Police Gleeson 
arrived. The 
in- 


t'estigators found the woman dead in 
bed and the man lying by her side 
with a bullet in his brain. Mrs. Nel- 
son, or Jameson, as she was known in 
the house, had been shot back of the 
left ear and was almost instantly kill- 
ed. From the position of her body it 
would appear that the shot was fired 
while she slept. 
Tidcnmbe 
had 
a 


wound under the right ear. the bullet 
penetrating the brain. He was still 
breathing. The ambulance was sum- 
moned and the wounded man 
was 


taken to the Park Emergency Hos- 
pital, where he dierl at 7:30 last nig-ht. 


CAUSE A MYSTERY. 


The mystery in the tragedy lies in 


the fact that the desperate deed ap- 
peared wholly unpremedlated. 
Tid- 


combe, upon retiring Monday night, 
had carefully placed his trousers un- 
der his pillow for the purpose of press- 
ing them, where they were, found in 
the morning wet with blood. 
The floor was strewn with letters 
addressed to the woman from many 
male admirers. 
Tidcombe evidently 


had been reading these letters. 
' 


It would sfem that Tidcombe awoke 


during the night, and after brooding 
over his discovery of the perfidy of the 
woman, or, perhaps, his financial trou- 
bles, decided to end her life and his. 
He went Into the rear room and got 
two revolvers. Both were of 32-caIi- 
ber,

WASHINGTON, January 25.—Sen- 


ator Perkins is presiding officer of the 
Senats and has been for some weeks. 
President Pro fern Ftye has 
long 


been in the h/t>it of calling the Cali- 
forrian to the chair whenever he him- 
self wished to vacate for a time, and 
so when .Senator Fi-ye took sick the 
place fell naturally to Senator Perkins. 
As the days ran on there came bills to 
be signed. 
Senator Perkins declined 


to assume that function. But other 
days passed and other -hills piled up 
ready to go to the President or to the 
House, and so the Senate passed a 
resolution authorizing 
Senator 
Per- 


kins to sign and make the bills good. 
So he has since then been viitually 
President of tie Senate «n<l as such 
has certified to the Presidential re- 
turns from a number of the States. 
And there are none to say that the 
business of the most distinguished leg- 
Isia^ive body in the world does not 
move as smoothly and correctly under 
his'guidance as at any time in Us his- 
tory. 


Senator Perkins spent the Christ- 


mas recess in Florida, rft had a. curi- 
osity about it 'as being t*t< only State 
in the Union he had nol visited. .He 
found a good many things much as 
they are represented on the bills, but 
he says "Pshaw!" when you speak of 
comparisons with California. The ho- 
tels and the price per day are big and 
fine, but for the rest, "well. Califor- 
nlans don't know what they've got. 


"I always feel that way when I 


visit places that bear big reputations 
along- our own lines—for fruit, nuts, 
olives, wines and the like. I've been to 
Spain, Italy, Greece and the islands of 
the Mediterranean, but in every case I 
go -back to California satisfied that 
they have little to show us. When I 
say that I, of course, take into account 
the difference in age a.nd put some- 
what into the balance on our side our 
great stretch of fertile lands and the 
energy and purpose of our -people. In 
very many things we have distanced 
the old countries in the very products 
that have made them famous. 
Still 


there are things that we have not 
clone that we can do and that we will 
do. We are moving- rapidly and we 
have almost unlimited opportunity. 


"If Florida had our energy she too 


could do much that she has not done. 
For modern progress the State is in- 
debted almost to one man alone. The 
negro as a laborer is a lazy and shift- 
less quantity and nothing very rapid 
can be expected where he is greatly 
depended upon. But yet Florida has 
'something to teach us. It is how and 
why to grow the pineap, le. That is an 
easy thing to do, it appears, and they 
tell me it yields a value of $400 per 
acre. Why it'has not been grown in 
California I do not understand. 
The 


eastern portions of San Diego. River- 
side and,San Bernardino counties are 
peculiarly adapted for the crop. • The 
pineapple is more of an atr than an 
earth plant. It grows in sand and re- 
quires very little water. 
It also re- 


quires but little -attention, which is one 
reason, no doubt, that it is so popular 
flown in Florida. However, that should 
not be an objection anywhere." 
Senator Perkins says this little ex- 


cursion was the first bit of recreation 
he has taken in many years. During- 
the twelve years -he has represented 
California In the upper house he has 
been absent from his seat but twice 
while the Senate was in session and 
then he was sick.

A letter was

Clerk Jack Cook regreting his inability 
to be present.

desired five court deputies instead of 
four, one deputy and copyist whose 
Salary should be increased from $900 
to $1200 per year an« an additional 
deputy at $1200 a year. He asserted 
that the total increase would represent 
12100 and that It would be more than 
compensated for by the increased fees 
for four years, 


SHERIFF'S OFFICE. 


Frank Adams, representing Sheriff 


Bishop said that, -nith the increase in 
population of the county of Alameda, 
there w-as a proportional increase En 
the civil, criminal and miscellaneous 
business of the Sheriff's office. 
Un- 


der existing conditions, to efficiently 
conduct the business of that 
office, 


there should be provided by the Leg- 
islature a bookkeeper, an office deputy 
and a stenogrr cipher. As a reason for 
this increase, Mr. Adams showed the 
duties of the present attaches and 
those which should devolve upon the 
proposed new ones. The duties of the 
employes of the office he showed were 
onerous and knowledge of them could 
be obttincd only 1» a caretul study 
of the lau. and long experience in 
its 


administration. 


The Under Sheriff's duties con'-.st- 


ed of attending to the receiving desk, 
receuing papers, imparting Informa- 
tion, assigning \\ork to the deputies 
and doing the correspondence. 


The bookkeeper was required to reg- 


ister and index cases, prepare the D.I- 
pers for service, make returns of ser- 
vice, attend to sales, and assist in 
other matters. 


Office deputy Xo. 1 should be avail- 


able for serving papers, particularly 
those requiring immediate attention, 
such as special 
venires 
for 
Jurors, 


bench warrants, attachments for de- 
faulting witnesses and jurors, and v, rits 
of attachment and execution, also to 
investigate robberies and other crimes 
committed outside of the city limits. 


Office deputy No. 2 would be em- 


ployed in conveying convicts and in- 
sane persons to the institutions to 
which they were committed, in acting 
as bailiff for the Grand Jury, and sub- 
poaening witnesses in insane cases. 


The chief jailer acts as commissary 


and bookkeeper for the jail, and serves 
an eight-hour watch at the Jail. 


The two assistant jailers attend to 


the jail eight-hour -watches each,- and 
longer when the chief jailer is absent 
settling.bills for supplies and for "O. 
S. prisoners, and when coal and sup- 
piles are being received. 


There are fl\ e departments of the 


Superior Court almost constantly in 
session, each requiring a bailiff, and 
on arraignment dajs two 
are 
often 


required in the criminal department. 
"When not otherwise employed and af- 
ter adjournment of court they are all 
required to seive process orders, jury 
summons etc. 


The matt on is a necessity in the fe- 


male ward of the jail, in searching and 
caring for its inmrates. 


A 
stenographer 
and 
typewriter 


would greatly facilitate the business of 
the office. 


The provisions made by the present 


Legislature must stand 
until 
1010, 


during which time there would be a 
giteat increase in population and in 
the business of the office. In 1902, the 
number of cases registered 
In 
the 


Sheriff's office was 421. In 1904 it was 
808. In the same time, there had been 
an increase in receipts oE 30 per cent. 
The cost of running the office under 
the proposed changes woulj be ?22,000, 
the present cost being $18,100. 


RECORDER'S OFFICE. 


Robert Leckie representing Recorder 


Grim presented a letter fiom that 
gentleman in which Mr. Grim express- 
ed his regrets at not being able to be 
in attendance. 
Mr. Leckie, however, 


had the subject matter of the needs of 
the office well in hand and made a 
showing which was botn concise •and 
conclusive. 


In his letter Mr. Grim set forth that 


the business of his office had increased 
greatly during the last six years and 
that there was no doubt that it would 
continue to increase 
in 
proportion 


with the phenomenal increase in pop- 
ulation of Oakland and Alameda Coun- 
ty. He felt that his index deputy was 
entitled to a salary of $1600 a year and 
that tliree other deputies should be 
paid $1500 a year each. 


Mr. Leckip said that the proposed 


salary of the Index dep' 'y was an in- 
crease from $i;iOO to S-o--' and that, 
in the cases of; the other deputies, it 
was an advjr 
efrom ?1200 to 51500. 


Mr. Leckie emphasized the letter 


in question on the subject of rates 
per folio now paid to the copvists in 
the Recorder's office, showing t-\e dis- 
crepancy between the rates which ob- 
tain in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
counties for the same kind of work. In 
Los Angeles, copyists were paid seven 
cents per folio, exclusive of compar- 
ing the same, 
In 
San 
Francisco, 


eight cents per folin including com- 
parison were allowed. 
In Alameda 


county only 6 1-8 cents were paid per 
folio, nncl this required comparison 
to be done. An allowance of S cents 
per folio to call for comparison was 
deemed reasonable and Just and was 
respectfully asked. 


INCREASE IN BUSINESS. 


,Mr Leckie then showed the remark- 


able increase in the revenue of the 
office, the net proceeds of which were 
paid into the County Treasury. 
In 


1S9S, the receipts of the office had been 
$19,575 and 
the expenditure $17,000, 


the net income being ?2,375. During 
1904, 
the receipts of the office were 


§33,239 75 and the expeditures, paying 
all the expenses of the place, was 


of $7,208.72, for the County Treasury 
showing an increase of 70 per cent. 
Comparing the instruments filed in 99, 
namely 15,299* with those of 1904, viz 
23,819, was to be found an increase of 
57 per cent. This was generally con- 
sidered to be an excellent and a grat- 
ifying- showing. 


AUDITOR'S REQUEST. 


Auditor Bacon sent his request in 


his letter as follows: 


"Additional assistance 
to 
be 
in- 


creased from $500 to $1500 per annum; 
second deputy from $100 to $125 per 
month; clerk from $75 to 
$100 
per 


month. These changes are absolutely 
necessary. I trust you will look upon 
them favorably." 


THE TAX COLLECTOR. 


J. B. Barber, County Tax Collector 


stated that he would like to be allowed 
one extra deputy, a stenographer and 
several extra deputy collectors of taxes 
during the busy season 'and especially 
towartj the close of the time for1 the 
collection of taxes, the increased ex- 
pense of which would be $5000 a year. 


"The County of Alameda" he said, "is 


growing very rapidly and because of 
that growth, theie has been a great 
increase of business in the Tax Col- 
lectoi's office 
In the last seven or 


eight years, the business of the office 
has doubled. Ever sinc« I took charge 
of the office there has been a shortage 
of assistance, which has seriously, in- 
terfered w ith the performance of the 
work which is necessary to be done 
there. 
This assistance is asked be- 


cause it would then be possible to give 
the proper attention to the tax payers, 
who ought not to be expected to wait 
an unreasonable time away from their 
business, in a crowded office for the 
purpose of paying their taxes. 
The 


proposed legislation cannot take effect 
for two wears to 
come and 
would 


practically have to be in effect for ten 
years. I don't think I have asked too 
much." 


BARBER'S SACRIFICES. 


From other sources however, it was 


shown that, for three Or four years, 
at different times, Tax Collector Bar- 
ber 
rnas hired extra men and paid 


them out of his own salary in order to 
do county work. He has used all pos- 
sible means to shorten up the work, 
among these being the purchase of an 
adding machine which has very ma- 
terially aided in the transaction of the 
business of the office. 
Itj-has been 


found advisable to be allowed sufficient 
help so that a night crew could be 
put to work and mark the payment ot 
taxes and check the same out of office 
hours especially in November when 
the business of the office is enormous. 


Senator Mattos said that he did not 


difficult for the collector, Jn the mat- 
ter of finding out people to whom re- 


this man's salary, and that he is paid 
it every year."

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Superintendent "Crawford said that 


his office was making 1200 visits to 
schools every year and expending a, 
million of dollars in the same time. 
His assistant superintendent was re- 
ceiving only $100 a month and his dep- 
uty only $75 a month. 
He thought 


those salaries were not in keeping with 
those paid to other deputies in county 
offices. 


An appeal was thenjimade by Con- 


stable Vandervoort for a salary of $100 
a month, with expenses for constahles.

MR. WALKER!S VIEWS. 


Mr. Walker said he had had his ex- 


perience with vaccination. 
Vaccina- 


tion had many advocates and many op- 
ponents. It was a question whether 
medical science was exact enough to 
say to people that they would have 
:o take medicine whether they wanted 
to take it or not. 
Children were 


now excluded from schools unless they 
were 
vaccinated. He did not thi-k 


that the children should be excluded 
"from school unless they were vacci- 
nated. Among the 17,000 school chil- 
dren in Oakland, there were 4,000 who 
were not vaccinated. The State Board 
of Health had ordered the keeping out 
of school of children who were not vac- 
cinated. 
The law required children 


to attend school. In Berkeley the Tru- 
ant officer sought a warrant for the 
arrest of children there who did not 
attend school on this account, but Ihe 
warrant was refused on the ground 
that no jury in Berkeley would con- 
vict. He had applied to the Health 
Office In Oakland for information as 
to smallpox and vaccination in that 
place and had been told that that of- 
fice kept no statistics on the subject. 
He asked in how many of the eighty- 
five cases of smallpox at the Institute 
for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind at Ber- 
keley, vaccination had been performed, 
and the reply was that no statistics 
were kept' 


THE 
LAW A FARCE. 


Dr. W. W. Allen said there was no 


certainty as to the vaccine matter to 
be used of what it should be composed 
and how long It would be before It 
became effective. The enforcement of 
the law In Berkeley was a farce. 
Tt 


had interrupted every department of 
the schools. They accepted any certi- 
ficate there. If a child had a scar on 
him a doctor would issue a certificate 
that It was vaccination. 


Senator Leavitt asked if the doctor 


knew of a single case where a doctor 
had issued a certificate of vaccination 
without having performed the opera- 
tion. 


Dr. Allen said h« could not name 


such a case. 


BAXLEY'S STATEMENT. 


VI can answer that question" said 


"W. T. Baxley of Berkeley. 
"I was 


told by a doctor in Berkeley that he 
had issued certificates of vaccination 
to thirty children whom he had not 
vaccinated at alL 
He said he could 


not get himself to put poison into the 
veins of little children. 


"You did not report this?" Inquired 


Senator Rowell. 


Baxley -shook his head in the nega- 


tive. 


"Then sir," 
said the Senator 
"you 


did not do your duty as a citizen when 
you failed to bring to the attention of 
the officers of the law a doctor who 
would practice such imposition." 


C. E. Kinard read, from a publica- 


tion showing germs of disease having 
been found on vaccine points. He also 
quoted, from. Governor Pardee's mes- 
sage referring- to 71,000 children who 
did not attend school. 
The speaker 


held that that large number of non- 
attendants on school was to be charged 
to the law "requiring vaccination. 


Dr. Oberg • of Berkeley spoke about 


a number of cases of vsCcclnatlon which 
had resulted fatally. He then Intro- 
duced a little girl named Marguerite 
Hoffman whose neither limbs he bar- 
ed. The limbs were covered with red 
blotches looking like 'tumors or ab- 
oesses. 
. 


MOTHER'S HARD STORY. 


The mother, Mrs. Hoffman, was then 


Introduced and declared that the'sores 
and blotches were the result of vaccs- 
nation which was performed 
some 


time ago.' She said she had three otli- 
er children whose bodies were mark- 
ed with blotches in the same* hideout 
manner. She said her children • wer* 
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vaccinated at the same time and by 
the same physician, Dr. . Woolsey or 
Berkeley, on the 6th of August. It was 
there that little Myrtle Conkling, who 
afterwards died of lockjaw was vacci- ' 
nated. 
She said that she would not 


beg to have the law repealed. 
She 


would demand it as a mother's right. 
Mrs. Hoffman resides at 1617 
Oregon 


street, Berkeley. 


Dr. Oberg said he had suffered for 


forty years from vaccination. When he 
looked at a thing for any length of 
time, the thing wobbled. Recently, he^ 
had accidentally vaccinated hmself and 
was sick for four weeks. 


Senator McKee told of a number of 


cases where vaccination had save those 
operated on and the lack of it had 
brought on smallpox in cases of epi- 
demics of the disease. 


Mr. Walker said that he knew of a 


case of a man who was imprisoned 
in Scotland because he would not be 
vaccinated and in Oakland, the child- 
ren of the same man were expelled 
from the High School because 
he 


would not allow them to be vacci- 
nated. 


"They ought to be expelled," 
sa.il 


Senator McKee. His views were sus- 
tained by Senator Rowell who is a 
doctor also. 


"That man came from Europe," said 


Senator Rowell and he 
must 
have 


been vaccinated, because it was a rule 
on all the ocean liners to vaccinate 
people who had not been vaccinated. 


Mr. Walker declared that the man 


he referred to, had not been vaccinat- 
ed on shipboird or elsewhere. 


There was a desultory discussion in 


which both Senators Rowell and Mc- 
Kee said that vaccination was the ac- 
cepted means of preventing smallpox 
in the scientific world and that they 
never knew of a case in their practice 
where vaccination had been followed 
by smallpox. 


The 
committee will hold another 


meeting on the subject. 


The Woman's Civic Improvement Club, 


at a meeting held yesterday, appointed a 
committee composed of Mrs. A. W. Gor- 
rill. Mrs. R. P. Saxe and Mrs. George 
Babcock to inquire the possibility of ac- 
quiring the d<; Fremcry property, on A3e- 
line street, for a park site. It was sug- 
gested to the club that the owners of the 
property were now willing to dispose of 
the properly at a figure materially less 
than the amount at which it was pro- 
posed to buy it in the bonding scheme, 
which was defeated several months ago.

schools 
and all other 


complaints that hang upon the rapid 
increase of children. 


'We • are wasting sympathy," de- 


clared one speaker, "on people who 
surround themselves with large num- 
bers of little ones when they cannot 
possibly feed them. Let the parents 
starve if they bring paupers into the 
world."
